Taxes Now Biggest Item In 


Budgets For County Households 


(Special to the Herald) 
NEW YORK - Where does 
the money go? How much are 
Jones 
County 
fam ilies 
spending these days, and for 
what? 
Now that the recession is a 
thing of the past and the rate 
of inflation is somewhat 
lower than it was, 
local 
residents are in a better 
spending mood than they 
have been for some time. 
Their incomes are higher 
than ever, their savings are 
substantial and their debts 
are less than usual. 
In budgeting themselves, 
however, before they can 
determine how much they 
have 
available 
for 
dis­ 
cretionary spending they 
have to provide for their 
basic 
costs—for 
food, 
clothing, taxes and shelter 
According to a recent study 
by the Tax Foundation, a non­ 
profit research organization, 
taxes are by far the biggest 
item in most household 
budgets 
In fact, its figures show, it 
is not until 
the average 
worker has been on the job 


for four full months of the 
year that he makes enough to 
pay his many Federal, state 
and local taxes. 
Applied to Jones County 
and to the level of earnings in 
the area, it means that about 
one-third of the average 
family’s annual income, or 
approxim ately $3,950, 
is 
going for taxes.

As a whole, it appears that 
the average Jones County 
family is devoting 5 hours and 
45 minutes of each working 
day, or 72 percent of it, to 
meeting its bills for taxes, 
food, clothing and shelter 
On an annual basis, related 
to average family income 
locally, it means that some 
$8,620 a year is going for 
these basic ne cps'•ties

of a man who was insecure in life, 
afraid to face the world. 
“ You remember the weekly 
newspaper editor who reported his 
typewriter stolen (true story) and 
found it on his desk a quarter 
century later buried under old 
papers. 
“But with Mr. Boyle gone, there 
are no defenders of real stature of 
messy cluttered desks. 
“Heal questions—growing out of 
lost 
notes, 
papers, 
missing 
documents of historical value and 
family heirlooms somehow en­ 
trusted to your care—are raised 
relative to your competency. 
“Your friend, having passed 
judgment, departs, leaving you in a 
slough of self-doubt. 
“Again you cry out from within, 
wondering why at some major 
university or junior college, some 
genius doesn’t come forward with a 
really effective course in desk 
management—the one realm of life 
which defeats more mere humans 
than any other. 
“You know that educators don’t 
teach the course because they can’t 
find a qualified instructor. And you 
also know that if they did, you’d 
flunk it. 
“But it offers some reassurance 
to understand that you’re not alone 
in your problem. You’re mucked to 
your eyeballs in incomprehensible 
paperwork, not because of your 
own failure, but because of the 
massive failure of the American 
educational system. 
“ To 
accept 
full, 
personal 
responsibility for such a condition 
would be more than the soul could 
bear.”
